S t. P a u l , Sept. 8.—A dispatch from 
Bismarck says that a party of 50 men 
will leave Bismarck in about thirty 
days for the Black Hills. The party 
will be composed of experienced min­ 
ers and hunters, who not only know 
the color of gold and the habits of the 
Indians, but are shaep enough to 
evade the military, and who, once in 
the Hills, can live as red men, and 
consequently not bother themselves 
with supplies to any extent.

L i t t l e R o c k , Sept. 8.—The Consti­ 
tutional Convention yesterday com­ 
pleted its new Constitution, which 
was signed by all but seven members. 
Resolutions deprecating and denounc­ 
ing outrages in the State and demand­ 
ing equal justice to all, without regard 
to race or color; pledging themselves 
to sustain the laws and inviting im­ 
migration to the State, were adopted.

C h i c a g o , Sept 8.—Lieutenant Cíen- 
eral Sheridun received a dispatch to­ 
night from General Pope, with a re- 
S 
jrt from Col. Miles, from his camp 
ed River, via Fort Dodge, of a decis­ 
ive battle with about 500 Comanches 
and hostile Indians on the day before, 
August 30th. Col. Miles’ command 
lia’d been in pursuit of these Indians 
ten days, over a terribly rough and 
almost impassable country,~ before 
they could be brought to a stand. The 
route was strewn with stores which 
they had thrown away to aid them in 
their flight. The troops fought splen­ 
didly and the victory was complete. 
Thirty Indians were killed and many 
wounded, and the casualties to the 
troops were only three badly wounded. 
Col. Miller’s command was, at the 
date of the dispatch, 103 miles from 
the base of supplies, and their sup­ 
plies would be exhausted about the 
15tli. Gen. Pope ordered a supply- 
train sent, which will reach them be­ 
fore that date.

World. 


S ü t r o í s the independent leader in 
N e v a d a .

Tf 
there is any neglect in this respect, we 
are sure it is not intentional, eitheron 
the part of the press or our citizens. 
The H e r a l d , which we of course re­ 
gard as the press of Los Angeles, 
makes frequent, and always favorable, 
allusion to San Bernardino. 
We look 
upon it as the central city of a large 
and prosperous county. There is not 
a day passes that we do not hear San 
Beinardino mentioned on our streets. 
There is no place more highly spoken 
of by our citizens, and visitors always 
leave with a good account both of the 
town and county. 


A Legislative Duty. 


One of the first duties of the next 
Legislature should be the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the af­ 
fairs of the State University. 
The 
committee should be appointed at" the 
very opening of the session; it should 
be composed of honest men of indus­ 
trious 
habits 
and 
determination 
enough to do what is right even 
though a few rich men fall beneath 
the sword of justice. 
The committee 
should be instructed and empowered 
to begin at the beginning and probe 
every transaction of the Board of Re­ 
gents from the creation of the Univer­ 
sity to the meeting of the Legislature. 
If we assume, which we do not, that 
the Regents have been actuated by 
motives ot honesty from first to last 
we still cannot avoid a conclusion the 
facts force upon us, which is that the 
concern has cost a vast amount of 
money—a great deal more than it is 
worth. 
We know that it has absorbed 
the tide land proceeds and we know 
that it has had valuable land dona­ 
tions, but we do not know' what has 
become of it all. 
We know what re­ 
sulted from an investigation into the 
affairs of Regent M e r r i t 
and the 
people, or at least the well informed 
portion of them, are apprehensive that 
a careful examination of the Universi­ 
ty would develop the fact that Dr. 
M e r r i t was not the only Regent who 
made the people heavy contributors to 
his private purse. 


A Monopoly Organ. 


.San Francisco is disgraced with a 
weekly publication rarely seen out­ 
side of the city limits called the Com­ 
mercial Herald. 
It claims to be a 
correct reporter of the markets but the 
claim is false and the statements en­ 
titled to no credit. It has always been 
the pliant instrument of the old San 
Francisco wheat and] tonnage ring, 
and last year devoted column after 
column to arguments intended to in­ 
duce the farmers to yield to the ton­ 
nage monopoly and sell their wheat 
when tonnage to Liverpool ranged 
above £5. It did not succeed,and the far­ 
mers refusing to sell had the satisfac­ 
tion of seeing the tonnage monopoly 
fall to pieces, and of realizing a fair 
price for their wheat.

F r if .d i.a n d e r , and 
knows it can s e rv e him b e s t b y la b o r ­ 
ing in the interest of the middlemen, 
among whom the great I s a a c , is the 
mightiest of the mighty.

and that firm has taken steps which 
w ill p ro b a b ly lead to teaching the 
monopolist organ a lesson it will long 
remember.

TH E TOR OF T H E MOUNTAIN, 
Stopped, dismounted, and loosened 
our saddles preparatory to enjoying a 
little rest, and turned around to gaze 
upon w hat we had left behind. 
Good 
Heavens! 
One need be a poet, a ro­ 
mance writer, to do justice to the scene 
before us; it was simply awful in its 
magnitude. Can it be possible th at the 
learned professor of photography tak ­ 
ing views for the Press has not thought 
of climbing these mountains? Perhaps 
he is afraid of breaking his neck in tlie 
attem pt; but it is 
WORTH A BROKEN NECK 
To gaze upon the lovely valley of 
Santa Barbara; 
the city with its 
square blocks and streets clearly delin­ 
eated; the beautiful vine-covered hills 
to the right, to the left t lie green 
orange groves; then the eye wanders 
to the boundless ocean, the shipping, 
the islands in the channel, while at 
our feet, as it were, the ancient Mis­ 
sion keeps guard over this paradise on 
earth, not unlike some Baron’s castle 
in the middle ages. 
I have given you one side of the pic­ 
ture; we will now turn to the north, 
anJ 
W HAT A CONTRAST! 
The view brings to m y m ind the 
Gulf of California in a gale of wind 
blowing from the southeast—when the 
sea rises “ m ountains high ” —nothing 
but gulches, the tops of hills and 
mountains, and the bed of the river 
we have to follow in order to reach the 
mines. 
W e tighten 
the 
saddles on our 
horses’ backs and prepare to descend; 
we take a good “ horn” and start, our 
horses most of the way traveling in a 
sitting posture, and, as the side we as­ 
cended was rocky, this is composed of 
loose dirt, thereby compelling us to 
actually slide down to Los Prietos, 
where we stop for a hearty breakfast.

On our arrival at camp, my atten­ 
tion was immediately called to a high 
bluff about a mile distant from the 
river.

To tell you the

fore, you need not expect a graphic 
and elaborate account of things I don’t 
understand. But, having a good rifle, 
my chief desire was gratified, and 1 
had the pleasure of shooting and run­ 
ning after some deer; but I don’t be­ 
lieve their num ber decreased any dur­ 
ing my sojourn there; at least through 
m y eftbrts. 
And yet I did eat some 
yenison and bear meat, thanks to the 
good m arksm anship of my fellow ad­ 
venturers, the Breck boys.

Mr. Hogan submits the data which 
he has 
prepared w ith considerable 
care, in hopes th at it will bring the 
subject prom inently before the farm ­ 
ers of this county, and perhaps thus 
result in much good to the farming in­ 
terests in the section. The list is not 
complete, but,' we have reason to be­ 
lieve, quite accurate. A circumstance 
somewhat curious and worthy 
of 
thoughtful consideration occurred re­ 
cently on the place of Mr. Coultrin. 
From his well a num ber of small live 
fish were thrown, which resembled in 
every respect brook trout. 
They had 
doubtless come down from some of the 
mountain streams which lose them ­ 
selves in the earth and follow their 
course underground. 
Mr. H ogan’s 
theory is that there are three subster- 
ranean streams or veins of water 
flowing from the mountains north of 
our city and taking a course almost 
due south to the ocean. This idea 
will be confirmed by observing that in 
some places wells are bored from 100 
to 300 feet in depth w ithout striking 
water, while in a near neighborhood 
fine flows are secured at moderate 
depths. 
The water which comes to 
the surface on the eastern side of the 
railroad track is of an entirely differ­ 
ent quality from th at on the west, 
while there is also a variance in the 
tem perature of water flowing from 
different wells not far removed from 
each other. By the opening of new 
wells, the flow has been noticeably 
decreased others, and in one instance 
an old well was entirely dried up by 
this cause. 
The subject is one of immense im ­ 
portance to our section, and if, by 
careful investigation, correct theories 
can be evolved, it wili be the saving 
of thousands of dollars which would 
otherwise be expended in boring wells 
which may prove useless. Let us hear 
from others of our friends who are in­ 
terested in this matter, and whose 
views m ay be valuable in reaching 
some conclusion upon the subject.
